It Is Believed That It Will Soon 
Be a Fact. 


New Signatures te the Agreement—What the Plan of 
Organization Will Be—How the Officers Will 
Be Selected—Full List of Those 
Who Have Signed. 





The Paper Products Company, through which the box 
board production of the country is to be sold, is now con- 
sidered as a certainty in the near future. The details of 
the working plan of the proposed company were all com- 
pleted at a four days’ meeting, held on Wednesday, Thurs- 
day, Friday and Saturday of last week, at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel, New York. One result of the meeting was the ad- 
dition of three signatures to the selling agreement and the 
promise on the part of the remaining board manufacturers 
of the East to sign this week after they had received the 
formal approval of their boards of directors. Having se- 
cured the signatures of practically all of the Eastern manu- 
facturers a committee representing the outside mill owners 
was selected to meet the Western board manufacturers at 
the Grand Pacific Hotel, in Chicago, Ill, yesterday 
(Wednesday) in order to get their signatures, which" have 
been promised. With these signatures obtained it is there- 
fore likely that the Paper Products Company will be char- 
tered at Trenton, N. J., the latter part of this week. 

At the meeting in New York last week the attendance 
was very large and the various sessions were enlivened by 
an energetic debate in all phases of the proposed selling 
agency plan. After the main objections had been brought 
out at the session on Wednesday a committee was ap- 
pointed to wrestle with the questions raised. While the 
committee was wrestling with the questions raised the in- 
dependent board manufacturers got together to determine 
among themselves the things that they would insist on hav- 
ing incorporated in the selling agreement. Thursday, Fri- 
day and Saturday were taken up in perfecting the details of 
the plan. In the afternoon of Saturday the following sig- 
natures were added to those already subscribed to the 
agreement: A. McEwan & Brother, Whippany, N. J.; the 
Reynolds, Boyle Company, Jersey City, and George W. 
Downs, Newark, N. J. In addition to these names the 
positive assurance was received that the few Eastern man- 
ufacturers who have not already signed will do so this 
week. 

The main features of the selling agreement provide for 
the sale to the Paper Products Company of the board 
production of the parties to the agreement. The selling 
company is to market the boards at the prices determined 
on by its officers. Each mill will be entitled to make its 
regular tonnage of boards. But in case there is an over- 
production all the mills are to close down for the same 
period of time. In regard to the tonnage it is said that 
the amount each mill will be entitled to make has been 
arrived at by figuring out the capacity of each machine, 
its actual production for the past six months and also 
the number of tons actually sold within the past six 
months. This basis of production has been pronounced 
satisfactory by all the board manufacturers. 

In regard to the officers of the Paper Products Com- 
pany it has been agreed that there shall be a president, 
two vice presidents—one from the East'and one from the 
West—and a secretary and treasurer. The United Box 
Board and Paper Company will by agreement name the 
president of the selling company, and the independent mill 
owners are to name the secretary and treasurer. For the 
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latter office it is understood that the outsiders have agreed 
upon W. J. Alford, who is president of the Piermont Pa- 
per Company, of Piermont, N. Y., and a stockholder in 
the Chicago Coated Board Company, Chicago, IIl., and 
the Haverhill Box Board Company, of Haverhill, Mass. 

The United, it is reported, wil] name O. C. Barber for 
the presidency of the selling company. At last week’s 
meeting it was decided that there should be an Eastern 
and a Western branch of the Paper Products Company— 
one in Chicago and the other in New York. The head- 
quarters of the latter are to be separate from the offices of 
the United Box Board and Paper Company. 

What policy the Paper Products Company will pursue 
toward the dealers and commission men throughout the 
country is not known, as such matters are for the direct- 
ors of that company to settle. 

The signatures of the following companies have been 
signed to the selling agreement: United Box Board and 
Paper Company, New York; the Haverhill Board and 
Paper Company, Haverhill, Mass.; the Piermont Paper 
Company, Piermont, N. Y.; the Chicago Coated Board 
Company, Chicago, IIl.; the Tonawanda Board and Paper 
Company, Tonawanda, N. Y.; the Stony Brook Box 
Board Mills, Chatham, N. Y.; the Jefferson Board Mills 
Company, Herring, N. Y.; the Philadelphia Paper Man- 
ufacturing Company, Philadelphia; the Western Straw 
Board Company, Gas City, Ind.; the Uncas Paper Com 
pany, Norwich, Conn.; A. McEwan & Brother, Whip- 
pany, N. J.; the Reynolds, Boyle Company, Jersey City, 
N. J.; George A. Downs, Newark, N. J., and James Leo, 
Jersey City. 


White Mountain Paper Company Appeals. 


PortsmoutH, N. H., October 26, 1903.—The White 
Mountain Paper Company, which was adjudged a bankrupt 
on October 13, by a decree of the District Court, has been 
allowed by Judge Aldrich to take an appeal from his de- 
cree to the Circuit Court of Appeals, the petition for ap- 
peal being filed this week. The errors pointed out by the 
paper company in the decree are that the corporation was 
not at the time of the filing of the original petition in 
bankruptcy, or at the time of the filing of the amendments 
thereto, and is not now, a corporation engaged principally 
in manufacturing, trading, printing, publishing, mining or 
mercantile pursuits, and also because the White Mountain 
Paper Company had been dissolved and its charter forfeited 
by the Court of Chancery of New Jersey, where the articles 
of incorporation were filed. The transcript of record will 
be immediately sent to the Circuit Court of Appeals, where 
the case will be argued. 


Nashua River Paper Co. Cannot Recover Profits. 


” Boston, Mass., October 26, 1903.—In the case of the 
Nashua River Paper Company against the Commonwealth, 
the full bench of the Supreme Court last week handed 
down a decision holding that although the Metropolitan 
Water Board, in taking water from the Nashua River, 
caused a temporary interruption of the paper company’s 
business, the latter is not entitled to recover for conse- 
quent loss of profits. 

The papér company was allowed $111,666.67 as general 
damages, but claimed the additional sum of $15,661 for loss 
of profits because of the suspension

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DEMAND AND PRICES. 


Fairly Active Trade in Most Jobbing Centres— Mills Con- 
tinue Busy—The Cold Weather Has Stimulated 
Demand for Manilas. 








The cold weather this week has increased the demand 
for manilas in the New York market. The sudden change 
in the temperature has forced the purchase of seasonable 
wearing apparel and has consequently increased ,the con- 
sumption of wrapping papers. This demand would prob- 
ably be larger were it not for the excitement of the munici- 
pal campaign, which is now at its height. After the elec- 
tion next week a slight lull is apt to be felt in certain 
branches of the printing trade. The paper for the cam- 
paign was, of coursé, purchased previous to this week. 
Ordinarily the jobbing houses would also feel the effects of 
the pre-election iuli. But this year the market has been 
so quiet up to date that if the trade is to experience its 
regular fall demand the expected activity must begin right 
away. This week there are signs of an improvement in the 
demand. The lateness of the season, the cold weather and 
the near approach of the holiday season are cited as rea- 
sons for the improved demand. Consumers of paper who 
have been holding back their business are beginning to 
place their orders. Some of the consumers of book papers 
who have been waiting for concessions are now in the 
market. But as all the leading book mills are now com- 
fortably full of business the manufacturers cannot promise 
early delivery. Writings are reported in a little better de- 
mand, with a tendency to higher prices. The writing mar- 
ket, however, is not as strong as it was at this time last 
year. News paper is firmer because of the increased con- 
sumption due to the increase in advertising. The quota- 
tion on news ranges from 2.40 to 2% cents. In boards 
there is a fair demand, considering the strike in the New 
York city box factories and the fact that the market is 
disturbed because of the negotiations for the formation of 
the Paper Products Company. This selling company, it is 
expected, will be incorporated this week. If this is done 
the condition of the board market will be greatly improved. 
Tissues are reported even firmer this week than they have 
been. One manufacturer of tissues has made an advance 
of 2% cents per 100 pounds on his papers. Another mann- 
facturer of fibre papers has put his prices up 5 cents. 
The mills making the ground wood manilas are not 
relatively as busy as the mills making the other kinds and 
grades of paper. 


Holyoke Busy; Talk of Higher Prices.

The mills report trade as being satisfactory this week. 
Improvement is noticed over last week. Manufacturers 
say that there is every indication that the mills will be 
rushed during the winter, and preparations are being 
made accordingly. 

Some rumors are in circulation concerning a proposed 
attempt to advance prices, but the manufacturers will not 
admit that any such move is on foot. One prominent 
manufacturer stated that prices should be advanced on 
fine papers somewhat, but the amount he was not ready 
to name. 

The American Writing Paper Company reports busi- 
ness as being excellent. The company is well satisfied 
and orders are being continually received that cannot be 
filled as fast as the customers desire. No fault is found 
by any of the divisions as to orders and all departments 
have all they can do. 

The Esleeck Paper Company at Turners Falls reports 
a most excellent fall trade. Business has been exception- 
ally good with the mill, and Mr. Esleeck is much pleased 
with the condition of trade generally. 

The Carew and Hampshire mills at South Hadley Falls 
are running full. There are orders enough on hand to 
keep these mills busy for some time. 

The Berkshire County mills report a brisk trade. Every 
mill in Berkshire County has all of the business on hand 
that it needs to keep running full. FEerry.

“General business conditions are the factors which affect 
the paper market,” said a leading and well posted paper 
man recently. “I see no reason to look for anything but 
a good year. Last year was phenomenal, but from what I 
hear this year will be better. A man told me the other day 
—and his is not an isolated instance, by any means—that 
his business is ahead of the market last year at this time. 
Now all conditions are favorable. I don’t think that the 
fact that the water is being squeezed out of some stocks is 
going to wreck our general prosperity or even impair it. 
That was something that had to come sooner or later, and 
it is better to have it come now, when nearly everybody is 
working and the farms are all prosperous, than to come in 
a lean year. Now we will not feel it much. No, condi- 
tions in the West are encouraging. I fully believe that 
business is betfer here than it is in the East, and for that 
there is a reason in the prosperity of our farmers and our 
working classes.” 

It is said that book paper prices are satisfactory, but 
there has been a little shading of figures in some quarters. 
In general since the mills got together there has been little 
trouble on the price question. The demand is good. Fall 
catalogues are now absorbing quantities of book and this 
business will hardly be over before the demand for paper 
for spring catalogues will begin. This, with the other ave- 
nues of consumption running pretty full, makes a good de- 
mand for book paper. 

News paper is firm and in good demand and the same is 
true of manila tissues and the finer grades of wrappings. 
Wrappings in general are in good demand. The approach 
of the holidays brings this. It is a normal evidence of a 
good year. M. 





Geod Demand in Wisconsin. 
(From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

AppLeton, Wis., October 26, 1903.—Manufacturers who 
have during the past two weeks visited the Chicago mar- 
kets report that jobbers there tell them business has eased 
up a little of late. This pertains particularly to the coarser 
grades of paper, though writings and bonds also have been 
somewhat affected. This condition of course reacts upon 
the paper mill business to some extent. Paper is in fairly 
good demand, but the mills are not being called upon to 
exert themselves as they have done before for a couple of 
years at thistime. The thing that is giving the flat and bond 
paper men the most concern at present is the tremendous 
advance which has taken place in the last few days in the 
price of rags, ranging on the different grades from 25 
cents to $1 per hundred. The advance was unexpected 
and is due to the scantiness of the supply rather than any 
extraordinary demand on the part of the paper mills. The 
manufacturers feel that if the advance is maintained paper 


will have to bring higher prices Fox River. 


Steady Demand in Miami Valley. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, October 26, 1903.—This has been a fairly 
good week for the paper manufacturers as well as the deal- 
ers in this vicinity. There is no doubt that trade, as in all 
other lines, has slackened up a bit in comparison with the 
unusual activity of the past few years, but withal it has been 
more than satisfactory. “We cannot expect to have a rush 
as we did a year or so ago,” remarked a mill man, referring 
to conditions, “for all time to come. There will be dull 
periods. I believe trade will be more satisfactory in the 
long run if it continues with greater regularity and not at 


so rapid a pace. We have always found that booms are 
somewhat ephemeral and not conducive to profitable trad- 
ing. The let up after a boom is too sudden, and deleteri- 
ous results may always be expected.” Another manufac- 
turer took a different view relative to the easing up of the 
volume of business. He thought the immediate future was 
as bright as it possibly could be, and he further predicted 
an improvement in prices. 

The demand for most grades the past week has been 
steady. News, manilas and writings have had the call, it 
seems. The straw paper men are becoming active, es- 
pecially since the report of the proposed combine of the 
Western mills. In most instances those manufacturers 
who were interested in the different combines which had 
been projected in the East, but which concerned the Middle 
West trade, are satisfied with the results. M. V. 








J. P. Jordan Paper Co, to Settle with Creditors.

A second meeting of the creditors of the J. P. Jordan 
Paper Company was held at the firm’s Boston office on 
Wednesday of last week. Walter H. Stearns, treasurer of 
the Rhode Island Cardboard Company, acted as chairman 
and James F. Bush, treasurer of the Woronoco Paper Com- 
pany, served as secretary of the meeting. G. Frank Mer- 
riam, one of the committee appointed at the previous meet- 
ing to examine the affairs of the company, read the com- 
mittee’s report, setting forth the financial condition of the 
embarrassed concern. Charles H. Davenport, one of the 
assignees, reported concerning the progress of matters from 
the date of assignment to the present time. It was the 
opinion of the committee, as stated in its report, that the 
affairs of the company should be closed up as promptly as 
possible. 

The various presentations set forth in the committee’s 
report were fully discussed by the creditors, some twenty 
gentlemen being present, after which the committee was 
discharged and a vote of thanks extended to its members 
for the time and service given to the matters. 

Robert A. Jordan, one of the assignees, and attorney for 
the company, submitted this proposition by way of settle- 
ment: 

“I desire to offer for all the assets of the said J. P. 
Jordan Paper Company now or hereafter held by you as 
such assignees a sum equivalent to pay the assignees’ ex- 
penses and services, all preferred claims, and twenty-six 
cents (26c.) on each and every dollar owed by the said J. P. 
Jordan Paper Company to its unsecured creditors, upon 
condition that said creditors accept said composition in 
full settlement and release of all claims which they, the 
said creditors, may have against the said J. P. Jordan 
Paper Company. Said sum or sums to be paid on or be- 
fore January 10, 1904.” 

It was the sense of the meeting that the proposition be 
accepted and it was so voted. 

Nearly every creditor present signed the document set- 
ting forth the above terms of settlement; the acceptances 
given representing, as claimed, considerably over 50 per 
cent. of the indebtedness. It is expected that all of the 
other creditors will agree to accept the company’s offer. 

In the meantime the property and assets will remain in 
the possession of the assignees and the business will be 
continued. DELESDERNIER. 


The Barrett Manufacturing Co. Alabama Plant. 

Enstey, Ala., October 26, 1903.—Contractor J. E. Hol- 
linsworth says that the large plant of the Barrett Manu- 
facturing Company will be ready for installing the ma- 
chinery in about shirty days. The site of the plant is in 
West Ensley near the Semet-Solvay plant. The main 
building is 150x100 feet, and is being built of concrete and 
brick.

High Water Interferes with Repairs.

manufacturers find winter nearly upon them and work

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PAPER TRADE FIRES. 


Three Paper Mills and a Pulp Mill Victims of Flames— 
The Pulp Mill Destroyed—Two Paper 
Warehouses Burned. 





[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 

MarsEILtes, Ill., October 24, 1903.—For the third time 
in its history the Crescent paper mill and egg case factory 
has sustained a heavy fire loss. The fire started at 8 
o'clock last Sunday morning, and the main part of the 
paper mill, a two story brick structure, was completely 
gutted. 

The egg case factory, the boiler rooms and most of the 
machine room were saved. The walls of the central sec- 
tion of the plant are in good condition, but the upper part 
of the west section, which was only veneered, is wrecked. 

There is an insurance of $38,000, which R. F. Knott, 
president of the company, says is sufficient to cover the loss, 
but the matter of rebuilding will depend on the proper ad- 
justment of the insurance. 

About thirty-five men are thrown out of employment in 
the paper mill, and nearly that number of men and girls.in 
the egg case factory. With the present great demand for 
labor, however, most of these can find immediate employ- 
ment, or within sixty days the paper makers can go to 
work in the new Boyce mills, which Mr. Boyce says will 
then be ready to start. 

The fire started on the second floor of the central section 
and was not discovered until the flames were shooting high 
out of a cupola. Strollers on the streets first saw the fire 
and employees of the mill were unaware of the blaze until 
the hose carts began rolling up. 

A hot box on No. 1 rotary was first supposed to have 
started the blaze, but the mill had been shut down at 6 
o'clock. A machine tender had gone to the second floor 
only a few minutes before the alarm, and everything was 
then all right. A more generally accepted theory is that 
spontaneous combustion was the cause. 





Danielson’s Pulp Mill Destroyed. 


App.Leton, Wis., October 26, 1903.—A pulp mill owned 
by George Danielson, of Neenah, located at White River, 
near Ashland, was destroyed by fire last week. The mill 
contained two grinders. It was partially insured. 

“The White River pulp mill was built by A. G. Carrier 
in 1883,” said Mr. Danielson. “My father bought it, I 
think, in 1888. In 1895 we practically rebuilt it, putting in 
$22,000 at that time, in addition to the original cost. Our 
yearly output was about 3,000 wet tons of pulp, which was 
formerly shipped to Neenah, but which we of late have 
shipped to Eau Claire. Only a little pulp burned this 
morning.” The loss is estimated at $50,000, which is par- 
tially covered by insurance. 





Miller’s Mill at Downingtown, Pa., Damaged. 

CoaTESVILLE, Pa., October 24, 1903.—Miller’s paper mill, 
at Downingtown, was damaged by fire last week. The flames 
were discovered about noon by an employee and started in 
the stock room, which is surrounded with fireproof parti- 
tions, so that the fire did not spread to the other parts of 
the building. 

The origin of the fire is not known, but it is supposed to 
have been caused by spontaneous combustion. 





Napanee Mills Burned. 
Kincston, Ont., October 26, 1903—The Napanee Pa- 
per Mills have been destroyed by fire. Loss, $15,000; in- 
surance, $8,000.

Norfolk Paper Warehouse Damaged. 

Fire broke out October 23 in the five story building 
occupied by the Old Dominion Paper Company, Norfolk, 
Va. High winds prevailed and the entire block was 
threatened with destruction, but the flames were finally 
controlled. 





Jersey City Storehouse Burned. 

Jersey Cry, N. J., October 26, 1903.—Frank Giordano’s 
paper storehouse in Eighth street, near Newark avenue 
and the West Shore Railroad, caught fire this morning. 
Giordano’s loss on stock is $2,500. 


National Folding Box versus Robertson. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 

Hartrorp, Conn., October 26, 1903.—Last week Judge 
Platt heard the case of the National Folding Box and Pa- 
per Company, of New York, against the C. M. Robertson 
Estate in the United States Court. The case has been be- 
fore the courts nearly four years, and at the last hearing 
in this city the complainants received an order for an ac- 
counting. The hearing was on exceptions to the master’s 
report of the accounting, in which the plaintiffs were 
awarded $1,500 damages for alleged infringement by the 
defendants of a certain patented paper folding box, the 
rights of which belonged to the National Folding Box and 


Paper Company. Attorney Walter D. Edmunds, of New 
York, appeared for the complainants and C. W. Comstock 
for the defendants. 

The defense argued that the accounting was manifestly 
unfair for several The defendants had not in- 
fringed on the rights of the New York company, which 
held a monopoly of the patent in question. Mr. Comstock 
said that the Robertson factory was not the only com- 
petitor of the New York concern and therefore in any case 
could not properly be held alone responsible for any losses 
that might accrue. Mr. Edmunds argued that the year be- 
fore the Robertson factory began making the boxes in 
question the New York company had sold more than 600,- 
000,000. The defendants by cutting their prices and guar- 
anteeing their customers against losses should trouble with 
the rightful manufacturers ensue, completely paralyzed the 
trade of the complainants.

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TARIFF DECISIONS. 


“ Etiquette ” Labels, Net Litaographically Produced, Rated 
as Printed Matter—Paper Hats Dutiable at 20 Per Cent. 
Ad Valorem—Duplkcx Lithographic Transfer Paper. 


In an opinion handed down by Appraiser Fischer, the 
Board of Appraisers on Saturday decided the protest of Ein- 
stein, Wolf & Co. et al. against the decision of the Collec- 
tor of Customs at New York. The merchandise was com- 
prised of three classes of goods: (1) Paper labels and tick- 
ets of various styles, called “etiquettes,” some of them hav- 
ing printed thereon a picture of a lion or an eagle, and the 
words “No. ——, yards ” &c. (2) Labels and tickets 
of the same general character on which the printing has 
been done by lithographic process. (3) Folded sheets of 
paper, calied in the invoices “lotkarten” and “lotblatter.” 

The lithographed labels were assessed as lithographic 
prints at 20 cents per pound under paragraph 400 of the 
tariff act, while the others were assessed at 35 per cent. 
under paragraph 407. The importers claimed all to be 
dutiable at 25 per cent. as “printed matter.” 

The action of the local appraiser in assessing the goods 
as manufactures of paper was erroneous. It was held that 
the labels printed by other than lithographic process fall 
properly within the category of printed matter, and that 
they were dutiable as such. The protest was sustained in 
this regard, and the decision of the collector reversed. It 
was also found that the lithographic labels were properly 
returned as assessed, and so the protests as to these were 
overruled. All other items and claims in the protest were 
overruled and the collector’s decision affirmed. 








Paper Hats Dutiable at 20 Per Cent. Ad Valorem. 


In an opinion handed down by Appraiser Fischer the 
Board of General Appraisers on Saturday decided the 


protest of L. Toplits & Co. against the decision of the Col- 
lector of Customs of New York. 
The merchandise in question consisted of hats made of 


paper. Duty was assessed thereon at the rate of 35 per 
cent. ad valorem under the provisions of paragraph 407 
of the act of July 24, 1897, and the importers claimed that 
the articles were properly dutiable at the rate of 20 per 
cent. ad valorem under the provisions of Section 6 as 
unenumerated manufactured articles. 

At the hearing before the board the importers admitted 
that the bodies and brims of these hats were made of paper, 
but they insisted that the varnish coating on the paper was 
of greater value than the paper, and that it must be re- 
garded as the component material of chief value, and as 
manufactures of varnish are not provided for, they con- 
tended that the articles were covered by Section 6 as 
unenumerated manufactured articles. 

No evidence in support of the claim was offered. 
The addition or application of the varnish did not 
alter the character of the material out of which these hats 
were made. 

It was found that the hats in question were manufactures 
of paper, and accordingly the protest was overruled and 
the decision of the collector affirmed. 





Duplex Litho Transfer Paper Dutiable at 25 Per Cent. 


J. Marsching & Co., of New York, were sustained by 
General Appraiser Fischer on a protest against the decision 
of Appraiser Whitehead in classifying an importation of 
duplex lithographic transfer paper as a surface coated paper 
at 2% cents a pound and 15 per cent. ad valorem. The 
importers’ claim was that the goods were dutiable as paper 
not specially provided for at 25 per cent. 

The paper consists of two layers, the lower one plain and 
the upper coated with gum used for printing decalcomania 
or transfer pictures. 





Killed in Yarmouth Fibre Mill. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

PortLand, Me., October 26, 1903.—Albert Blanch- 
ard, employed in the Yarmouth fibre mill as a fibre 
washer, met with a shocking accident at the mills last 
week, which resulted fatally. A 12 inch belt from the 
horizontal main shaft in the basement of the mills runs a 
countershaft overhead which drives several liquor pumps 
on the floor above. When Mr. Blanchard undertook to 
start the pump in his department, the driving belt slipped 
off, and he with several others went down below to run 
it on. In so doing he accidentally slipped and fell, his 
clothing catching on a set screw on the shaft which was 
making 115 revolutions per minute. His fellow workmen 
jumped to shut off the water wheel and engine, both of 
which were attached, and, although done very quickly, 
his arms and legs were terribly broken and mangled by 
striking the floor and a platform at one side of the shaft, 
and life was nearly extinct before he could be cut loose. 
He died a few minutes after being released. 

Mr. Blanchard was about thirty-eight years of age and 
leaves a widow and seven children. He was born in 
Tignish, P. E. L., but has resided in Yarmouth and been 
employed at the paper mills, where he was much liked, 
during the past ten or twelve years. He was a genial, 
sober and industrious citizen, much respected by all who 
knew him, and his sudden and untimely death has shocked 
a large circle of friends in the community. 


The Chicoutimi Pulp Company, Limited, of Chicou- 
timi, Quebec, for the year ended June 30 last, made a net 
profit (after the payment of expenses and interest on 
debentures) of $49,902.

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DUTY ON PULP WOOD. 


The Board of Classification of the United States Board of 
General Appraisers Will Hear Protests on 
November 11 and 13. 





The Board of Classification of the United States Gen- 
eral Appraisers has designated November 11 and 13 as 
the dates for hearing protest cases involving the construc- 
tion of the Dingley tariff law in its application tg imports 
from Canada of rossed, or peeled, pulp wood. Another 
question to be determined is whether a countervailing 
duty should be levied on importations of pulp wood from 
the Province of Quebec. A somewhat similar question 
regarding the levy of a countervailing duty on wood cut 
on the Crown lands of Quebec and Ontario was decided 
by the Board of Classification March 23. It was then 
held that the laws of the Province of Quebec operate in 
such a manner as to impose an export duty on pulp wood 
for manufacture outside the Dominion. The board further 
decided that the Ontario regulations do not amount to 
what may be termed an export tax within the meaning 
of the American tariff law. 

The question the Board of Appraisers is now called 
upon to determine is whether the United States customs 
authorities are warranted by the tariff law to collect coun- 
tervailing duties at the rate of 25 cents a cord on pulp 
wood imported into this country from other than the 
Crown lands of the Province of Quebec. Henry J. Cock- 
ingham, counsel for F. W. Myers & Co., who represent 
many pulp concerns, argues that in no event should a 
countervailing duty be imposed upon any pulp wood other 
than a designated percentage of the pulp wood taken from 
the Crown or public lands of the province and on which 
the stumpage license fee was exacted. The users of the 
pulp wood contend that, as the product comes from both 
public and private lands, the importers are able to give 
the exact amount of each class of wood used. In the pro- 
tests before the Board of Classification the importers 
think they have shown that the wood from public and 
private lands is commingled and all worked into wood 
pulp together, although it has been possible for each of 
the protesting firms to supply the customs tribunal with 
the per cent. of each class used. It follows, then, accord- 


ing to Mr. Cockingham, that the same proportion of pulp 
would be. produced. The counsel thinks that the above 
method of reaching a result is as satisfactory as though 
the pulp made from the wood cut from public lands could 
be specifically identified. 

In addition to determining the question of countervail- 
ing duties, the Board of Classification is confronted with 
the construction of the Dingley law as it relates to im- 
portations of rossed, or peeled, pulp wood. The wood 
pulp manuiacturers of Northern New York are especially 
concerned in precuring settlement of this question. It 
appears that until recently pulp wood with the bark 
stripped off was admitted free of duty, but after an in- 
vestigation of the industry in Canada special agents of 
the Treasury Department reported to Secretary Shaw that 
pulp wood, in their opinion, was “manufactured wood,” 
within the meaning of the tariff law. According to this 
interpretation, the pulp wood becomes liable to a duty 
of either 20 or 35 per cent., according to different sections 
of the tariff law. 

The collectors of customs at Rouse’s Point and other 
Northern ports have assessed duty at 35 per cent., and as 
a result the manufacturers have carried their case to the 
board for adjudication. 

Among the manufacturers interested are the Reming- 
ton-Martin Paper Company, of Norfolk, N. Y.; J. T. Out- 
terson, J. A. Outterson, F. W. Herring, F. L. Moore, 
F. M. Hugo, George C. Sherman and many other manu- 
facturers along the American border. 

The rossed pulp wood cases will be heard by the board 
November 11, while the question of countervailing duties 
is to be fought out before the board on November 13. 


Pulp Wood Contractors Preparing for Winter’s Work. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

App.teton, Wis., October 26, 1903.——Pulp wood contrac- 
tors are already engaging men and preparing their camps 
for the winter’s work. It is expected that the cut the 
coming season will be considerably larger than last year, 
as the supplies in the mill yards are much smaller than 
they were a year ago. The cut will probably amount to 
from a quarter to a third more than last year. Contractors 
believe that wood will be cut this year for quite a little less 
money than for several years past, as men are ‘more plenti- 
ful and wages will be lower.

Annual Stockholders’ Meeting Held in New Haven—The 
Old Board Re-clected—Details of Re- 
organization Plan. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

New Haven, October 26, 1903.—The annual stockhold- 
ers’ meeting of the Consolidated Lake Superior Com- 
pany, which is a Connecticut corporation, was held in this 
city at noon today. There were present E. H. Sanborn, 
second vice president, who was in the chair; Judge Lynde 
Harrison, of New Haven; Charles E. Orvis, of Philadel- 
phia, as secretary; C. E. Graves, of New Haven, and six 
newspaper reporters, two or three of whom held proxies 
of stockholders. Mr. Orvis reported that 329,066 shares 
of stock were represented. Vice President Sanborn ex- 
plained that while the annual report was generally made 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, the condition of the 
company was covered fully by President Shields in a 
report last May. More recently, said Mr. Sanborn, a 
briefer report has given the stockholders information 
about the reorganization plans of the company. Mr. San- 
born added that the financial report could not be pre- 
sented at this time, because of the inadequate accounting 
force in the company’s offices. 

In calling for the election of directors Mr. Sanborn said 
that, speaking for 250,000 shares of stock, he thought it 
advisable to re-elect the same board. As the company is 
in the hands of a receiver, he thought it would be unwise 
to make any change at present in the directorate. If the 
company is reorganized it will become a new corporation, 
and a new directorate will be elected. The following 
board was elected: Gordon Abbott, E. J. Berwind, F. H. 
Clergue, Cornelius Shields, Lynde Harrison, Horatio G. 
Lloyd, H. K. McHarg, Charles MacDonald, Charles E. 
Orvis, George Philler, S. M. Prevost, Samuel Rea, T. C. 
Search, James S. Swartz and Charles H. Tweed. 

C. E. Graves asked for information about the prospects 
of the company’s reorganization, and was told by Mr. 
Sanborn that it was too early to speak with definiteness. 
The committee of stockholders in Philadelphia will give 
information on that point as soon as possible. In answer 
to other questions by Mr. Graves, it was stated that one

Water Extractor for Paper Making Machine—Apparatus fer 
Printing on Roll Paper—Paper Roll Support—Writing 
Tablet—tToilet Paper Holder. 








Robert M. Scanlan,.of Brownstown, Ind., has been 
granted patent No, 741,980, covering a water extractor for 
paper making machines. 

The object of the invention is to provide means that may 
be cheaply produced and operated economically, whereby 
as much of the water as is possible may be extracted from 
the wet pulpy paper without injury to the web or felt that 
carries it. Particular objects are in removing the water 
to avoid rubbing the felt, also to avoid stretching it, and 
also to avoid the use of squeeze or wringer rolls in pairs 
that would require special gearing for their operation. 

The invention consists in the application of squeeze rolls 
to the under side of the felt, so that the felt and the paper 
thereon may be forced against the upper press roll in cyl- 
inder machines or against the upper couch roll in other 
machines, such as the Fourdrinier type, before passing be- 
tween the upper and lower rolls, the squeeze rolls being 
driven by means of contact with the felt co-operating with 
the other rolls. It also consists in a novel water extract- 
ing roll and supports therefor, and it consists further in 
the novel parts and in the combination and arrangement 
of parts. 

Fig. 1 is a diagrammatic elevation view illustrating the 
path of the felt and the general arrangement of a well 
known type of cylinder paper making machine and show- 
ing the invention in connection therewith, the usual ar- 
rangement of the felt being altered slightly to conform to 
the requirements of the invention, the near parts of the 
machine being omitted for the sake of clearness of illus- 
tration and such parts only being shown as may be neces- 
sary to a correct understanding; Fig. 2, a fragmentary side 
elevation of the framework for supporting the first press 
rolls, showing the improvements in connection therewith; 
Fig. 3, a fragmentary elevation showing an end of one 
of the water extracting rolls and the mountings therefor ; 
Fig. 4, a front view of one of the improved water extract- 
ing rolls; Fig. 5, an end view of one of the improved 
rolls and its shaft; Fig. 6, a transverse sectional view of 
the improved roll; Fig. 7, a longitudinal sectional view 
of the improved roll, showing also its shaft and mountings 


thereof, and Fig. 8, a fragmentary diagrammatic elevation 
view illustrating the application of the invention to the 
well known Fourdrinier type of paper making machine, the 
water extracting roll being situated so as to co-act with the 
upper couch roll in substantially the same manner as in a 
cylinder machine at the upper press roll, the near side of 
the frame being omitted in this view. 

In the drawings, a designates the pulp vat, in which is 
mounted the paper making roll b, the couch roll ¢ being 
mounted so as to co-operate with the roll b, and a guide 
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the rolls f and g, and over the roller d and the roll b, the 
paper web m being carried upon the felt from the roll b 
until it passes between the rolls p and gq, as will be un- 
derstood. 

In practically carrying out the invention there are con- 
structed suitable press roll frames A, on which there is 
mounted a suitable number of squeeze rolls or water ex- 
tracting rolls, as B B’ B’*, so as to operate against the 
under side of the felt and force the paper on the felt 
against the upper press roll g, the press rolls being suit-

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Trade Combinations. 


At present there are two attempts to form trade com- 
binations that are interesting the paper trade, one in the 
book line in the West and the other in the board line. 
The first named has not yet become a factor in the trade. 
Meetings have been held, and there is a general agreement 
that a central selling agency would be a good thing, but, 
as one large mill owner objects, the matter has not yet 
taken definite shape. It is threatened, however, that if 
the dissenting manufacturer does not change his mind the 
selling agency scheme will be put in operation without 
him. Meantime the manufacturers in the West continue 
to hold meetings, and agree to maintain prices. 

In the matter of the board selling agency it is expected 
that within a few days there will be incorporated the Pa- 
per Products Company, an organization that will handle 
almost the entire board production of the country. If it 
is organized it will market the output of all of the larger 
mills and of the greater number of the smaller mills. The 
necessity for some steadying hand in the board market 
is so sharply forced upon mill owners that, although the 
negotiations have been long drawn out, there has been 
shown a willingness to yield ideas and to grant conces- 
sions, one to the other, so that there is every hope that 
the work already done will not have been done in vain. 

The output in both lines has been increased consider- 
ably, and will be further increased during the next year, 
but this is a phase of the question that can be cared for 
when that output is ready for the market. Each year 
wonder is expressed as to what will become of all the 
new product, and each year it seems to be absorbed by 
the consumer without a great deal of*disturbance. So it 
probably will continue. 


Bleaching Powder. 

The fixing of the contract prices for 1904 has had a 
satisfying effect on the market and as a result of the an- 
nouncement of figures there has been done a very large 
volume of business, both by the domestic and foreign pro- 
ducers. 

The prices, as already stated by Tue Paper Trave Jour- 
NAL, are the same as those of last year, and paper manu- 
facturers, evidently feeling that they are as low as can be 
expected, have been making arrangements for their 1904 
supply of bleach. 

fhe domestic supply, while it is not yet large enough 
to play a very important part in the year’s business, is in- 
creasing.

who are afflicted with weak stomachs. While the talk of the 
anti-mill men is extreme and is not justified by the facts, 
one cannot safely conclude by the alleged utterances of 
this manufacturer that a sulphite or soda mill is a sani- 
tarium, or that its “lime water” can be used in a nursing 
bottle or a “ricky” glass. 


In the discussion now going on as to Mr. Chamberlain’s 
fiscal policy, the old question of whether paper is a fin- 
ished product or a raw material is being thrashed over. 
The paper maker of course says that it is the former, 
while the envelope maker, the bag maker, the manufac- 
turing stationer and other converters of paper claim that 
it is raw material. The trade of Great Britain is having 
a very merry time of it just now, so far as discussion is 
concerned.

The industry scored another bad week in the matter of 
fires. The fact is that these unfortunate affairs do not visit 
the trade singly. They come along three, four or five at 
a time, and at the moment the score appears to be heavily 
against the paper and pulp men. In the long run, however, 
this is not so, for as fire risks paper and pulp mills will 
compare very favorably with those in other lines. 


A United States company has been incorporated to 
manufacture paper quilts, and a German house adver- 
tises the fact that it now offers on the market paper slip- 
pers. If the movement to utilize paper in the manufac- 
ture of household goods and clothing continues, we will 
soon hear of paper bath robes, kimonas, rain coats, suits, 
&c. Verily, this is an age of paper. 





The New York box makers’ strike continues, and, since 
the first report in THe Paper Trapve JourNAL, has spread, 
it now involving ten shops. This situation of affairs is 
not enlarging the consumption of boards to any extent, 
and to the amount of the reduced call for stock the board 
mill man is a loser. 

The Cushing Mill, at St. John, New Brunswick, has ‘been 
shut down, owing, it is said, to the unprofitable nature 
of the financial results. The list of unsuccessful sulphite 
mills in Canada is lengthened.

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THE COMPOSITION OF COLORS. 


“A Practical Chemist ’”’ Discusses the Question—Formulae 
for Producing Many Varieties—Difficulties Eacoun- 
tered in Preparing Lakes. 








Brazil wood lakes are produced by digesting the wood 
in water, and after straining, precipitating the coloring 
matter (brazilein) by the addition of a solution of alum, 
says “A Practical Chemist” in the World’s Paper Trade 
Review. The following formula will produce a good lake:

Soda carbonate, q. s. 

Digest the wood in the water for twenty-four hours, 
then boil it from thirty to forty-five minutes, strain the 
decoction and allow the strained fluid to stand for five or 
six days, which will allow the coloring principle (which 
itself is almost destitute of color) to become oxidized and 
thereby converted into brazilein, which possesses strong 
coloring power. When the solution is deeply colored, 
owing to this change having been effected, add the alum 
and the chloride, and aiter stirring up well, add sufficient 
carbonate of soda to precipitate the red lake. Collect 
the precipitate, wash it and dry it carefully in the air free 
from dust. Instead of alum and tin chloride, freshly pre- 
cipitated alumina and oxide of tin may be added to the 
colored solution of the Brazil wood. 

Viennese lake is prepared on a different plan, the in- 
gredients of which are:

Solution of Brazil wood, q. s. 

The starch, chalk, gypsum and Brazil wood decoction 
are mixed together, and then the ground alum is added 
and the mixture stirred and set aside for twelve hours. 
Then the liquid (which is fairly free from color) is filtered 
off, fresh alum and a fresh solution of Brazil wood added 
and the operation repeated, these operations being repeat- 
ed until the lake has acquired the desired tone. The tone 
of the pigment first prepared is a violet red, but as this 
becomes neutralized by the successive additions of alum 
the tint becomes crimson, 

Owing to the presence of the chalk, starch and gypsum 
in this pigment it is not suited for the production of a 
printers’ ink, as any one of these constituents would inter- 
fere with the working qualities of the ink. 

Rose pink is a very much similar pigment to the above. 
It is prepared by adding gypsum and chalk and a solution 
of Brazil wood, and precipitating with alumina. A red 
lake can be made from Brazil wood and antimony chlo- 
ride, but the product is more suited to the dyer’s vat than 
for ink making. So with the lake made from barwood. 

Madder lakes are very brilliant in color and perma- 
nency. One of the most popular processes of preparing 
these lakes is that invented by Englefield, which gained 
him the Society of Arts prize early in the last century. 
The following formule are typical of the process of manip- 
ulation: 

(1) INGREDIENTS.

Water, q. s. 

Macerate the madder in 1 gallon of water for ten to 
fifteen minutes, and repeat the process with two or three 
successive quantities of water. Collect the liquors thus 
obtained, mix them, and add the alum, then gently heat 
the fluid for three to four hours to nearly the boiling 
point; afterward filter the solution and add a solution of 
sodium carbonate, a little at a time, so long as a precipi- 
tate follows. Collect the precipitate on a filtering paper, 
well wash it with water and dry it on porcelain slabs in 
a warm oven. 

(2) By another process the 2 pounds of madder is 
steeped in the water for twenty-six hours, whereby a 
slight fermentation is set up. This fermentation decom- 
poses the glucoside in the madder, and thereby allows 
of a deeper color being obtained. Then add 2 pounds of 
alum to the mass and keep the mixture at a temperature 
of 150° Fahr. for three to six hours. Then strain the 
liquid and to the strained fluid add sodium carbonate to 
precipitate the madder. This precipitate is filtered off, 
washed and dried. 

Garancine lakes are prepared from madder as follows: 
Garancine (purified madder), pound................. I

Dissolve the alum in the water and treat the garancine 
to the solution by boiling it in a quart or two of water 


until the 2 gallons of alum solution has been used up. 
Mix the fluids thus obtained and filter the liquid and 


allow it to cool, when the coloring matter separates out 
as a flocculent precipitate. Collect the precipitate on a 
filter and dissolve it in ammonia and to the liquid add 
alum, or a mixture of alum and tin chloride, in sufficient 
quantity to precipitate all the coloring matter. The depth 
of color of the lake depends upon the amount of alum, 
and, provided there be sufficient ammonia to precipitate 
all the alum, and (the ammonia converts the alum into 
gelatinous alumina) the larger the amount of alum, the 
paler is the tint of the lake. 

By another process: 

Garancine, I pound, and 

Sodium sulphate, 1 pound, 
are boiled together in 2% gallons of water, then the mass 
is allowed to stand for some time for the alum to extract 
the coloring principle of the garancine. When this is ac- 
complished the mass is strained and 1 pound of lead acetate 
added to the clear liquid. Sulphate of lead is precipitated 
(owing to the lead reacting on the alum, which is a sul- 
phate of alumina and potash). Filter off the lead sulphate 
and then boil the clear fluid, and collect, wash and dry 
the lake that is then formed. 

Madder red lakes are lakes prepared from a composi- 
tion of madder and cochineal, when bright carmine. red 
lakes are produced. : 

The general process followed is to prepare a decoction 
of madder and alum in the manner above described, and 
then adding to the decoction an ammoniacal solution of 
cochineal until no more precipitants occur; such precipi- 
tate is then collected, washed and dried. The ammoniacal 
solution of cochineal is prepared by digesting 1 pound of 
bruised cochineal in a mixture of 4 ounces of liquid am- 
monia and 4 ounces of water. 

Alizarine lakes are prepared from madder, the coloring 
principle (alizarine) is only present in madder in very small 
quantities, and as it is associated with other coloring 
matters and impurities, these are more soluble in boiling 
than in cold water, therefore the alizarine should not be 
extracted by boiling the madder in water, but by macerat- 
ing it in cold water. The bulk of the coloring matter in 
madder is a glucoside, called ruberythric acid, which by 
fermentation (vide supra) is converted into the coloring 
principle alizarine. Madder lakes are almost entirely sol- 
uble in solutions of caustic alkalies, such as potash seda 
or strong ammonia (but not a weak ammonia). These 
facts serve to distinguish madder from carmine. Boiling 
madder lakes with dilute sulphuric or hydrochloric acids 
decomposes them, as the alizarine coloring principle is lib- 
erated as a brownish yellow precipitate. 

Cochineal lakes are prepared by making a decoction of 
the cochineal by boiling and straining the mixture and 
then precipitating the coloping matter with various metal- 
lic salts, such for example as sulphate of alumina, which 
gives a bright crimson solution, from which the lake is 
precipitated by the addition of carbonate of soda or 
potash. Stannous chloride precipitates a purplish color 
lake, copper sulphate produces a purple precipitate, ferric 
chloride a brown precipitate, and caustic soda a bluish 
crimson solution. Strong sulphuric acid changes the 
color of the decoction to an amber color, and on adding 
water a pale yellow solution is obtained. 

The various colored*lakes obtained from Brazil wood 
decoctions are as follows: A red precipitate occurs with 
alizarine sulphate, a pale crimson precipitate with stan- 
nous chloride, a violet rose precipitate with sugar of lead, 
a chocolate brown precipitate with ferric chloride, a brick 
red precipitate with copper sulphate; caustic soda forms a 
crimson solution. Strong sulphuric acid changes the 
color of the decoction to a red hue, and a pale amber so- 
lution is obtained on diluting this with water. 

Various colored lakes are obtained as follows: Quer- 
citron produces yellow lakes. The process is to boil 2 
pounds of quercitron bark in water for half an hour, then 
strain the decoction and add 1 pound of alum a little at a 
time, then 4 ounces of fine plaster of paris (gypsum or 
sulphate of calcium) is added to the mixture in small 
quantities, and the mixture allowed to stand undisturbed 
for a few hours, when the deposit is collected in a filter, 
washed and dried. The tone of the yellow varies in pro- 
portion to the amount of gypsum made use of. Owing to 
the calcium sulphate this lake is not suited for making 
printers’ inks. By using other mineral salts various yellow 
precipitates are produced from quercitron decoction. For 
example, sulphate of alumina gives an ochreous yellow 
deposit, stannous chloride an orange yellow precipitate, 
sugar of lead a dark yellow brown precipitate, sulphate of 
copper a brownish olive precipitate, and ferric chloride a 
dark olive precipitate. Caustic soda does not cause a 
precipitation of solid matter, but forms a dark yellow 
brown fluid, from which a yellow brown precipitate can 
be thrown down by the addition of an acid. A dark 
brown precipitate is then thrown from a solution of quer- 
citron to which sulphuric acid has been added, on the 
addition of water. 

Fustic is another of the dye wares from which a yellow 
lake can be prepared. The process is to add 2 pounds of 
gypsum to 8 ounces of strong fustic extract, and then add 
three-quarters of a pound of sugar of lead to precipitate 


the lake. Various other colored precipitants can be pro- 
duced by the addition of the mineral salts stated under 
quercitron. Annatto and turmeric also yield yellow and 
golden brown precipitants with the mineral salt solutions, 
but the yellow lake most usually prepared is made irom 
Persian berries. The process is as follows: One pound oi 
Persian berries is boiled in 1 gallon of water in which 1 
ounce of cream of tartar has been dissolved. The fluid is 
then strained and sufficient alum added to precipitate the 
yellow lake. In another process 1 pound of the berries 
is boiled with 1 pound of alum in water, then the decoc- 
tion is filtered, and sufficient carbonate of potash added to 
precipitate the lake, being careful to not add too much of 
the potash salt, otherwise the precipitated lake would be 
redissolved, and no solid residue obtained. In another 
process 244 pounds of Persian berries and 2% pounds of 
turmeric are boiled in water for some time, to which, after 
stirring, 1% pounds of alumina sulphate and 6 pounds oi 
Paris white are added. After a few hours’ rest the pre- 
cipitate is collected, washed and dried. These lakes are 
not fit for printing ink making, as the solid base, on 
which they are precipitated (gypsum), does not work 
well in the printers’ oil varnish; but this formula is given 
here, as some reader may like to try his hand at improve- 
ments on the process, because the ingredients afford a 
ready means of producing cheap pigments. 

A lake of an orange red color thay be obtained from 
Persian berries by boiling 1 pound of the berries in 1 
gallon of water for some time, stirring the fluid, and then 
adding 4 ounces of commercial stannous chloride solution, 
and afterward sufficient carbonate of soda to precipitate 
the lake, which is collected, washed and Wried. 

Green lakes, more generally known as Chinese green 
and sap green, are prepared from buckthorn berries, 
by one of two methods. (a) The berries are al- 
lowed to ferment slightly by placing them in a warm 
place for a couple of days; then they are pressed, and to 
the juice alum is added in the proportion of one-half to 
one ounce per pound of juice. The mixture is then boiled 
down and evaporated to dryness at the boiling point. (b) 
The berries are boiled in water for two to three hours 
with constant stirring; then the liquors are strained 
through cloths in order to separate the woody and other 
insoluble particles. The clear liquid is boiled down to a 
syrup, and 5 ounces of alum per gallon added to the 
syrup, and the mixture carefully evaporated to dryness. 
In the above two processes a veritable lake is produced, 
which could be used to advantage in producing a trans- 
parent yellowish green ink for lithographic purposes (if 
carefully worked up in the tallow and wax constituents of 
a lithographic ink, so that the aluminum base does not 
form alumina sebate, which is a curdy aluminum soap). 
Unfortunately sap green does not stand exposure to 
strong light without fading. 

Violet lakes are produced from decoction of logwood 
by suitable precipitants. The following two formule will 
suffice to show how they are produced: 

(1) Make a decoction of logwood by boiling it in water 
until it shows a strength of 10° Twaddell, and to every 
16 gallons of such add 2% gallons of a solution of anti- 
mony chloride at 52° Twaddell.- A lake is at once precipi- 
tated, which is collected, washed and dried. 

(2) Dissolve one-half pound of alum in 1 gallon of 
water, and to the solution add 2% pounds of sugar of lead 
(previously dissolved in a little water). Stir the mixture 
and allow the sulphate of lead which is formed to subside; 
then filter off the clear fluid (or filter Off the precipitate), 
and use the clear fluid for producing the lake thus: Make 
a decoction of logwood by boiling 6 pounds of logwood 
chips in 10 gallons of water, and to every 10 gallons of 
the liquor so obtained add 1 gallon of the above lead alum 
solution, when a lake is precipitated of a fine violet color. 
Collect, wash and dry it. 

The resulting tone or tint of the lake will depend much 
on the amount of precipitating agent employed, by which 
the tint becomes paler in proportion to the increase in the 
quantity of the precipitant. The fact must not be lost 
sight of that in the production of a lake it is not a chemi- 
cal reaction that occurs between the ingredients (such, for 
example, as occurs when precipitating chrome yellow 
from lead salts), but the action is a physical one, viz., the 
coloring principle of the dyestuff mechanically (not chem- 
ically) combines with the base (alumina, tin, &c.). There 
is, however, a chemical combination below the dye color- 
ing purple and base, but only4o a very limited extent, and 
other properties have not been determined. For example, 
if the dyestuff be used in excess, the depth of color ob- 
tained is not thereby increased, but the excess is left un- 
used; on the other hand any excess by the base, however, 
produces a modification in the color of the lake product. 
All lakes should be well washed and dried slowly at a 
low temperature. For fine art colors the lakes are often 
mixed up mostly with water or glue water and formed 
into conical masses, drops or toches (troches), but for 
the making of printing ink only the dry powder should 
be employed, as the presence of such vegetable or animal 
matter as gum or glue is liable to interfere with the 
other ingredients of a printing ink.

ploy as many squeeze rolls as may be conveniently applied 
with respect to the portion of the roll q that faces toward 
the roll c. 

As preferably constructed, each housing, as D or D’, has 
an open way in which a suitable journal box E is slidingly 
mounted, a spring F being seated against the outer side 
of the box and compressed by means of an adjusting 
screw G, mounted in the housing, preferably in a remov- 
able cap r, extending across the open way, the screw hav- 
ing a hand wheel s secured to its outer end and a fol- 
lower | connected to its inner end. The housing may 
have guide ribs u in the open way, in which case the box 
E will have grooves v to receive the ribs, or other suit- 
able means may be employed for preventing movements 
of the box laterally in the housing. Any suitable housings 
H are attached to the frames A in a plane above the roll 


q for rotatively supporting the guide roller C when em- 
ployed. When the roller C is dispensed with, the felt will 
run over the uppermost squeeze roll, as B, Fig. 1, as in- 
dicated by the broken line m’. The housings for the 
squeeze rolls project from the sides of the frames A 
toward the end of the machine at which the paper is 
made, so that the squeeze rolls may normally be spring 
pressed adjustably against the press roll q with the felt 
and the paper between. The roller C is preferably em- 
ployed in order to prevent the upper squeeze roll B from 
crowding the paper off of the felt if the paper be com- 
paratively thick. 

When imperforate squeeze rolls are employed their shafts 
may be rotative in the journal boxes E, or they may rotate 
on their shafts, as may be desired. Preferably the shells 
of the rolls, as B, have perforations w, in which case it 
is preferable that the rolls rotate on their shafts I and 
that the journals I’ thereof be secured against rotation in 
the boxes E by suitable means. In this case the journals 
I’ may be of less diameter than the main parts of the 
shafts, so that shoulders x are formed, against which the 
boxes E may be forced by means of nuts J engaging 
threads y on the shafts, the ends of which have squares 
K to receive wrenches or levers for holding the shafts 
against rotation while operating the nuts. The rolls each 
have hubs L and connecting spokes M at their ends, the 
hubs rotative on the shaft I. A water trough N is sup- 
ported in the roll, which is hollow, independently thereof, 
by means of hubs O, mounted on the shaft I and secured 
adjustably thereto, as by set screws P. The trough is 
as long as may be between the spokes M, and has a free 
edge 1 extending close to the inside of the shell of the 
roll when in use just below the plane of contact of the 
roll with the felt, so that the water entering the perfora- 
tions will be gathered by the trough and prevented from 
flowing again through the perforations onto the felt or 
onto the lower rolls. The lower roll may be imperforate, 
if desired. A drip pan Q, having a suitable outlet 9, may 
be employed to advantage below the Set of squeeze rolls. 

It will be seen that if the shaft I be secured in the 
boxes E the trough will be held in the desired position in 
which it may be set and the boxes may move in the 
housings, but having straight parallel sides cannot rotate 
in the housings. 

Referring to Fig. 8, in which the near side of the frame 
is lacking, 2 indicates the frame, 3 and 4 the first press 
rolls, and 5 the paper carrying web or felt, 6 and 7 the 
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lower and upper couch rolls, respectively, and 8 the paper 
carrying web, which runs about the lower couch roll 6 
and carries the paper between the couch rolls, delivering 
it to the web 5. In this type of machine the squeeze roll 
or water extracting roll B* is suitably mounted under 
the web 8 partially below the upper couch roll 7, so that 
much of the water may be forced out of the paper before 
it passes between the couch rolls. The supports and 
mountings for the roll B* may be similar to those above 
described for the like rolls of the cylinder machine, and 
the roll B* may be either imperforate or perforate, as may 
be desired, the !atter being preferable. It will be under- 
stood that weights may be substituted for the springs F 
and screws as equivalents thereof. 

In practical use the roll q or the roll 7 will impart its 
motion to the squeeze or water extracting rolls through 
the medium of the paper and the carrying webs therefor 
as a result of the action of the springs F, the paper being 
pressed against the roll g or 7 and the water forced or 
extracted therefrom to the desired extent, thus obviating 
the difficulties that have been experienced where the felt 
has been drawn slidingly over a suction box with the 
paper upon it. When imperforate squeeze rolls only are 
used, a drip pan may be placed beneath each roll, as will 
be obvious. When the perforate extracting rolls are em- 
ployed, the water will flow in the troughs N to the ends 
thereof and out between the spokes or arms M, clear of 


the operative portions of the lower rolls, into the drip 


pan, if the latter be supplied.

PAPER.—With the advent of cold weather this week 
there is a little better demand for paper.

While 
there is a little more activity to the demand, still the 
complaint is general that “trade is somewhat quiet for this 
time of the year.”” With the Manila houses there is a good 
movement of stocks, as this is the purchasing season for 
the general public. The demand for Wrapping Papers has 
increased this week because of the cold weather, which has 
increased the sale of winter goods. With the mills the 
situation remains about the same, although a number of 
the manufacturers report an increase in the number of 
their orders. This statement applies to all the mills. One 
manufacturer has advanced his price on Fibre papers 5c. 
Another manufacturer making Tissues has advanced his 
quotation 2%4c. These slight advances, together with the 
firmness of the prevailing quotations, seem to indicate that 
the demand for paper has increased. Book papers have 
improved somewhat the past week. Some buyers who 
have been holding back have just placed their orders.._.As. 
it is getting a little late in the season those who have been 
withholding their orders must soon come into the market. 
A further improvement in the demand is therefore ex- 
pected. In Writings the market is strong and firm, with 
a tendency to higher prices. All the Writing mills are 
busy.

The Tama Paper Mill Case. 


Tama, Ia., October 24, 1903.—Judge Stevens, referee in 
bankruptcy for this district, held court at the office of the 
Tama Paper Mill and Filler Company this week for the 
purpose of continuing the examination of J. H. Batch- 
elder. 

It developed in the testimony that the Tama Paper Mill 
and Filler Company was an organization of the old Hawk- 
eye Company, the Water Power Company and the United 
States Filler Machine Company. 

It was also shown that in 1899, the year of the organi- 
zation of the present company, that the holdings of the 
United States Filler Machine Company, its immedate 
predecessor, were appraised at $350,000, a plant which at 
the present time will do well to sell for $125,000.
